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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1-33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Mo et al (US 
6,577,967 B2). 

Mo et al anticipate all claimed features in claims 1-33. 

Claims 1, 9, 11, 21, 22, and 33: Mo et al disclose a method for optimizing Doppler 
ultrasound display comprising steps of receiving Doppler signals and processing the signals for 
display of a spectral Doppler information, which further includes analyzing at least one of the 
spectral Doppler parameters of velocity range, PRF (pulse repetition frequency), baseline 
position or baseline inversion for display (col. 2, lines 15-22; col. 2, lines 26-67; col. 3, line 33 - 
col. 4, line 15; col. 5, lines 6-34). 

Claims 2, 3, 5-8, 12-15, 17-20, 24-27, and 29-32: Mo et al further disclose that the 
analyzing method including continuous mode (CW), parameter map (intensity map or M-mode), 
modification of Doppler setting by the user, storing Doppler images in memory for further image 
processing, spectral power displaying (col. 1, lines 32-43; 

Claims 4, 16, and 28: Mo et al further disclose that the Doppler information processing 
includes at least one heart cycle, which is predetermined (col. 5, lines 28-34). 
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Claims 10 and 23: Mo et al disclose or color flow Doppler processing (col. 1, lines 32-
